We would com- 
mend to all concerned the words of one of our 
contemporaries alluding to this subject: ‘‘ Let 
those who boast of their ability to undersell all 
other parties pause and study the maxim—‘ Com- 
petition, the death of trade.’ ” 


THE INTERNATIONAL AND COLONIAL 
COPYRIGHT BILL IN ENGLAND. 


From the London Athenaum, April 24. 

A sHorT time ago there seemed to be a fair 
Prospect that the Government would bring in a 
measure dealing with the whole subject of copy- 
right. An influential deputation from the In- 
corporated Society of Authors and the Copyright 
Association explained their views to the Board 
of Trade, and’ were encouraged to hope that the 
Government was ready to take up the matter 
on the lines laid down in the bill prepared by 
the former body. This, however, seems to 
have been found impossible ; and in order not 
to be left out in the cold when the International 
Copyright Union is formed, and also, we imag- 
ine, in order to be in a position to meet any ad- 


vances made by the United States, the Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to bring in and 
press forward a short International Copyright 
Bill. As things stand, this -is, perhaps, 
as much as could be expected. The Govern- 
ment has its hands full, and is justified in deal- 
ing only with that part of the subject which 
is of the most immediate importance. A 
bill such as is required for the whole subject 
would be of considerable extent, and would no 
doubt entail a large amount of discussion ; for, 
however carefully it might be framed, it could 
not meet the views of every one on a matter 
touching so many interests, and concerning 
which there are differences of opinion on matters 
of detail even among those who agree on the main 
principles. But, although we recognize that 
the Government is justified in adopting its present 
course, it is to be hoped that this bill will not be 
in any way accepted as a precedent for future leg- 
islation, or considered as more than a stopgap. 
We know by experience what are the evils 
which result from piecemeal legislation on this sub- 
ject, and if the existing law is merely to be patched 
up first in one place and then in another, as op- 
portunity offers or emergency requires, it had 
better be left alone altogether. What is required 
is a measure which shall collect the whole of the 
existing law into one act, modifying and cor- 
recting it where necessary, but in any case put- 
ting an end to the present state of confusion. 
That this can be done there is no doubt— indeed 
it has been practically done in the bill prepared 
by the Incorporated Society of Authors—and 
that it should be done nobody acquainted with 
the matter will attempt to deny. 

The present bill merely authorizes Her Maj- 
esty tO exercise the powers given to her by the 
previous International Copyright acts for the 
purpose of joining the Copyright Union, and re- 
peals those provisions of the former acts which 
are inconsistent with the conclusions of the 
Berne Conference. These principally refer to 
registration and deposit, formalities which are 
no longer to be required for foreign works. 
With respect to translations, the author is to en- 
joy the exclusive right for the full period of 
copyright, provided only that he publish a trans- 
lation within ten years from the publication of 
the original work. This is great extension of 
the present right, and we cannot help thinking 
that itis more than is required. The period 
named by the Berne Conference as that during 
which the exclusive right of translation should 
be reserved to the author was ten years only, 
and in a former article we gave our reasons for 
thinking that this limitation was advisable in the 
interests of the public. No doubt it may be 
said that if this country joins the Copyright Un- 
ion, any limitation of the rights of foreign authors 
will have to be applied to native authors as well. 
But the native author would lose by the exten- 
sion of the rights of foreigners in this direction 
as much as he would gain by the extension of 
his own ; and in any case a fair balance should 
be struck between the rights of authors, whether 
native or foreign, and the needs of the public. 
The only other point in this part of the bill 
which seems to call for special notice is the 
clause giving it a retrospective effect. Foreign 
works produced before as well as after the date 
of any Order in Council will be protected if they 
still enjoy copyright in their own country. This 
principle was recommended by the Berne Con- 
ference ; and as the protection will not prevent 
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the sale of copies made, orin any way apply to 
anything done, before the date of the Order in 
Council, it does not seem that any real hardship 
will be inflicted. But the clause will no doubt 
raise considerable opposition among publishers, 
especially publishers of music, who deal exten- 
sively in foreign works. 

Besides the international question the bill 
has one or two clauses on colonial copyright, 
the most important point being that the protec- 
tion of the copyright acts is extended to works 
first produced in the colonies. This was recom- 
mended by the Royal Commission, and is a step 
in the right direction. The real difficulty, how- 
ever, as to the supply of literature for the colo- 
nies and the admission of foreign reprintsis not 
touched ; indeed, the provision in the bill that 
the International Copyright acts are to apply to 
all the colonies not expressly excluded by any 
Order in Council would only seem to make the 
matter worse. We believe, however, that the 
colonial authorities were consulted before this 
clause was brought forward, and it is to be 
hoped that by the time the complete copyright 
billis introduced a satisfactory solution of the 
whole difficulty will have been arrived at. 

As we take it for granted that this measure is 
only a temporary one, which will be repealed 
when the whole subject is dealt with, it would be 
idle to enter into a more minute criticism of its 
details. It seems unfortunate that it should be 
necessary to add another item to the confused 
mass of legislation on copyright; but as this 
necessity is caused by the formation of the In- 
ternational Copyright Union, and by the pros- 
pect of establishing the rights of English authors 
in the United States, it can hardly be regretted. 
The measure dealing with the entire subject is 
only postponed for atime, and meanwhile au- 
thors may congratulate themselves on the ad- 
vance which has deen made toward a proper 
recognition of their rights both at home and 
abroad. 


MR. O. B BUNCE’S REMINISCENCES OF 
THE BOOK TRADE. 


Mr. O. B. BUNCE, one of the patriarchs of the 
book trade, was recently interviewed by a re- 
porter of the A/ai/ and Express. In discussing 
the present condition of the book trade, Mr. 
Bunce’s opinion was that ‘‘ the business in some 
respects has greatly changed within the past few 
years. The demand for educational works, for 
cyclopedias, dictionaries, and books of informa- 
tion is enormous and greater than ever before; 
but for miscellaneous works, fiction, essays, 
poetry, books of taste, for what may be called 
pure literature, there is a very small sale; I 
think smaller than ever.’’ He also was of the opin- 
ion that the reading public that call for such books 
is absolutely smaller in numbers to-day than it 
was some years ago, and that the business “ of 
publishing such books isn’t worth following ; 
there is really no money in it; it is only the ex- 
ceptional book that pays.”’ 

When asked how he accounted for this state 
of things, Mr. Bunce replied: 

‘* For the most part by the enormous growth 
of the newspapers, especially the Sunday papers 
with their huge supplements, and the magazines. 
In regard to cheap reprints, I think the estimate 
of their influence in the matter is a mistaken one. 
This rivalry in the trade is no new thing. We 
have had it since about 1844, when the Harpers 
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began to publish their paper-covered edition of 
Bulwer’s and G. P. R. James's novels at twenty- 
five cents anumber. These were intrinsically 
cheaper than the twenty-cent Seaside edition, 
and had an immense sale. Then the mammoth 
weekly papers, the Brother Jonathan and the 
New World, were started to furnish cheap re- 
prints of foreign works. In this way the American 
public first read Dickens and Lever and other 
popular writers of the day. Winchester, who 
owned the Vew World newspaper, was a power. 
ful competitor of the Harpers, but there was no 
American News Company in those days, and 
the Harpers’ facilities for distribution gave them 
an immense advantage. So the business of the 
regular publishers continued to flourish, and 
about the year 1855, I think, there was a more 
active publication and a larger sale of American 
literature than there is to-day. John P. Jewett 
& Co.’s enormous sale of ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ 
was, of course, phenomenal; but a hundred 
thousand copies of ‘‘ The Lamplighter’ were 
sold, and Scribner had a great success with Ik 
Marvel’s ‘‘ Reveries of a Bachelor’’ and his 
other works, and Headley’s ‘‘ Napoleon and his 
Marshals.’’ Of Ik Marvel’s works 75,000 vol- 
umes had been sold in 1856. Kane's “ Arctic 
Expedition” also had a large sale. You would 
be surprised to hear the number of copies sold 
of the most successful novel of the past year and 
compare its meagre showing with these figures. 
And at the time I speak of, the demand for the 
low-priced editions of standard works which 
were issued was enormous. The Harpers and 
a Boston house published the works of Macav- 
lay and Gibbon and other standard authors, 
handsomely bound in cloth, at the retail price of 
thirty cents a volume. 

Tothe question, ‘‘ Hasn’t the number of pub- 
lishers in that line decreased since then?” Mr. 
Bunce replied: 

‘* Yes ; eight houses that do not exist to-day 
were at that time actively engaged in publishing 
popular American books, and I can count but 
four that replace them. 

‘* The retail bookstores also were then more 
numerous and prosperous all over the country 
than at any time since. But they have gradual- 
ly been killed off, or have been obliged to com- 
bine bookselling with the sale of wall-paper and 
other merchandise. The great establishments 
like Macy’s and Wanamaker’s undersell the 
small bookseller, and the newspapers and maga 
zines supplied by mail or by the newsdealers 
help to ruin his business. The orders which the 
publishers get from the booksellers have dwin 
dled to very small proportions. Many who for- 
merly were good customers, now buy nothing. 





A NEW CYCLOPEDIA OF ART. 

CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SoNS have just pub 
lished the first volume of the ‘‘ Cyclopedia 
Painters and Paintings,” an exhaustive work, 
which its projectors believe will take a nove 
and standard place among authorities on its sub 
ject. They found this claim upon its compre 
hensiveness, authority, arrangement, and bibl 
ography. It is said to be not only a fuller bie 
graphical dictionary than now exists of the 
painters of all times and schools, including 
prominent contemporaries, but it is as well a dic 
tionary of works ; and in both forms the infor 
mation is immediately accessible by the simpli 
ity of its arrangement. Both biographical and 
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descriptive articles are based upon close research, 
their facts being derived from the latest mon- 
ographs in all languages and latest catalogues of 
museums and collections, so that the informa- 
tion given is the best and fullest possible up to 
January I, 1886. The biographical and de- 
scriptive articles are combined under a single 
alphabet, enabling readers with no knowledge 
of a well-known painting, other than the name, to 
turnto it and trace its history to its author, 
while under the author the names of paintings 
will be found with words of titles italicized, to 
show at a glance which pictures have separate 
descriptions. A bibliography is appended to 
each article, embracing besides English works 
and periodicals thosein French, German, Ital- 
ian, Spanish, Dutch, and Danish. The illustra- 
tion is in accordance with the purpose of the 
cyclopedia. The articles contain outlines of 
the important pictures, intended as aids to the 
verbal description, portraits of prominent paint- 
ers, and fac-similes of monograms and signa- 
tures. In the first volume these outlines number 
105, the portraits 182, and the signatures 212. 
In addition to these, each of the four volumes 
completing the work will contain twelve full- 
page illustrations of works of the best-known 
painters of the modern schools, made especially 
for this work, chiefly by the photogravure proc- 
ess of Goupil & Co. In the first volume these 
pages are devoted to the works of Millet, Gé- 
rome, Corot, Regnault, Gabriel Max, Fromentin, 
De Neuville, Zamacois, Bonnat, Poynter, Bou- 
guereau, and William M. Hunt. The coming 
volumes will include works of Alma Tadema, 
Meissonier, Piloty, Baudry, Miilais, Sir F. 
Leighton, Bastien-Lepage, Munkacsy, Holman 
Hunt, Hébert, Puvis de Chavannes, and many 
more. The editor of this gigantic work is John 
Denison Champlin, Jr., who has been assisted 
in matters relating to criticism by Charles C. 
Perkins, corresponding member of the French 
Institute. The edition is limited to five hundred 
copies. The volumes are quarto, in decorated 
parchment binding. The second volume is 
promised in the early autumn.
